NEW WAGE SCALE 


Ask to Have Pay Boosted and Work Day 


Reduced to Seven Hours, Along 


With Other Conditions. 


Turks Taken from French; 


Vessels'Are to Be 


Released. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 24.—Au increase of 


10 tents a ton on a run of mine basis 
and an increase of 20 per cent for all 
labor about the mines were the demands 
of the wage scale committee submitted 
to the convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America at nopn today for 
the bituminous coal miners. The com- 
mittee also demanded a seven-hour ilay. 


The report of the scale committee, 


follows: 


'"Whereas, The ever-increasing and 


already too high cost of living without a 
corresponding increase in the wages of 
our members is making it noj, only im- 
possible for our people to keep pace with 
the improvements in their standard of 
living that modern civilization makes 
necessary and which they should have- 
but is making increasingly bard and bit 
ter the struggle to get even the barest 
necessities of life; and 


"Whereas, The invention of labor sav- 


ing machinery; the introduction of oil 
and gas as fuel; the utilization of elec- 
tricity generated by our waterways ann 
the prospective development of more 
and more of it, as well as the grcatei 
efficiency of the modern organization and 
more highly skilled labor,' are making 
unnecessary the long hours of labor on 
the part of the workers; and the espe- 
cially dangerous nature of our calling 
away from the light of day; isolated 
from all other human beings; surround- 
ed by unknown and unknowable dan- 
gers; our health affected and our lives 
shortened by being compelled to inhale 
continually 'the deadly damp, poisonous 
gases and equally enervating and lung- 
befouling millions of particles of" the 
always present! dust and smoke, we be- 
lieve that we are entitled to a substan- 
tial increase iu our wages and that our 
work-day should be minimized.

by al! the manufacturers in that state except those assue 
ntocl w,th the America,, Woolen company, the so-called woole 
trust, the chief bencV-iary of the odious schedule "K" in the 
tariff law. 


The wages of all operatives in this industry were reduced 


after the law went into oiled, and .President Villiam Wood, 
of the American Woolen company, gives this explanation of 
that wage rcdiicliun:
